Storm at Galveston, 


-f- -y OUSTON*. Texas, Sept. 14.—The Post today prints a list of 2,701 


names of the Galveston dead, compiled from various sources but 
believed to be authentic. There were hundreds of bodies burned

"" and buried in the sea and In the sand where no identification was 


nossibie 
Other hundred* were buried on the beach of the mainland, few ol 


whom were identified. Some bodies are still in the ruins and ottered along 
the beach of the mainland-hod in the marshes where they were thrown by the 
water 
Some of these -bodies have been sent twenty miles inland along, small 


watercourses by the rush of high water. Taking all things into consideration 
there seems no longer any doubt that the number of dead it-ill reach beyond 
the estimate of 5,000 which has been made by Mayor Jones and other reliable 
citizens of Galveston. 


About 1,300 refugees arrived here from Galveston last night and were cared 


for as well as possible. Four buildings have been set apart for the benefit of 
refugees, but of the J.soo.-wlto have reached here so far, not more than 800 
remain a public cliarBe, the rcmaindcr'having gone to the homes>of relatives and 


, friends.

The purchase by the Rcpenli of the State University of the 


Hillegu Tract, thereby adding twenty acres to tile iite of the 
institution and making possible the proposed gymnasium and 
athletic'(-rounds is an action that the people will endorse, 
even though the transaction ha» been consummated at a time 
when the University is sorely in need of money. In the 
materialization of the desire to make the Perleelcy institution 
a university the equal of any in the country, it would have 
been necessary some time or the other to acquire either the 
property in question or some tract of like deiirability, and as 
land tallies in Berkeley arc stcndily increasing, wise judg- 
ment dictates that whatever purchases are necessary should 
he made now u title-the lowest available figures arc reigning. 
In any event there can be no criticism about the money being 
ordered paid out "of the public pocket at this time, for al- 
though not officially guaranteed, it is stated that whatever i> 
expended on the purchase will .be donated back to the fund 
later on by the private generosity ol a patron of the 
institution.

The people of California will be called upon to meet this 


financial issue regarding the University at the next session of 
the Legislature, and it promises to be one of the most for- 
njidable questions before that body.

made for ten years 
Such was not tlic ca<e, however. 


The ttory is founded on arguments advanced to the cffect'tlut 
with the increased income it might he possible to get along 
'or several years, but no such pledge as the one alluded to 
lould liive been made, for no one could foresee what <le\ e'op. 
ncnts might take place during the period in question. As 
a matter of fact, since that time the University has scored a 
vonderftil and notable advance, for tlic past four years lia\e 
vitnessed the munificent donations by MM. Hearst, the map- 
ping out of an architectural system for as colossal and preten- 
iou« a group of college buildings as can be found in the 
vorld, the advent of President Wheeler with his up-to-date 
dcas and reforms, and a wonderful increase in the number 
of students, botli male and female. 


It is impossible to keep pace with such seven-league 


slridfs unless, the proper financial nourishment is furniihed 
as it n required. Because a certain annual iriiome was suf- 
ficient four years ago or e\cn two years since, it is not fair 
to set it as a standard for today, and a» the State platforms of 
both parties pledge their candidates to stand up for the 
appropriations needed, there is no reason why when the issue 
comes before the Legislature it should be such a hard one

New England has just had a taste of a torntdo that would 


liave ordinarily attracted a good deal of attention. Several 
persons were injured and damage lo the extent of thousands 
of dollars caused. The storm was characterized as the tail 
end of a West India hurricane, such a* laid Galveston in 
ruins. It was a sharp reminder, however, that no part of the 
Atlantic Coast can claim exemption from destructive tem- 
pests 


How different is it with ti> out here in California.

THE GREAT COAL STRIKE.. 


It is a significant fact that great coal strikes always occur in 


Presidential years and that they are always exploited most 
largely by great Democratic newspapers 


Let it not bc understood that there is any effort here to 


make lishl of the grievances of men who labor in the anthra- 
cite regions of Pennsylvania, nor of men who labor in coal 
mines anyvvhere. It it a bitter, grind'ng lot. Poverty waits at 
the mouth of the pit, and such toil in the depths as few men 
have stamina for. Work in the coal mines, and particularly in 
the anthracite coal mines, is so hard that few Americans, men 
taught to use their brains as well as their hands and with 
aspirations above the mere wage needed to live from day to 
day, care to engage in it. As a matter of fact, the major 
part of the anthracite coal miners arc foreigners, ignorant 
Huns, Poles and Italians for the most part, without the edu- 
cation of American citizens and with no knowledge beyond 
the fact that existence has, for them, no other lot than toil. 
The reason for this is in the fact that Americans cannot be 
hired to do the work in coal pits—or any more of the work 
than is involved in filling the executive positions about the 
mines. Americans can employ their hands and their brains 
more profitably and less laboriously.. 


Perhaps in the fact that none of them are Americans lies 


the explanation of the other fact that these strikes are always 
exploited in political times by politicians ol the party out of 
power, the, suspicion Jhat they are engineered and exploited 
for political purposes by men who would trade upon the 
misfortunes oHheir fellows to ride Into power. Nobody, of 
course, will deny that the anthracite coal miners have griev- 
ances. The mere fact that they arc anthracite coal'miners is 
of itself a grievance. Neither can it be positively proven, per- 
haps, that the present strike of the anthracite coal miners 
was brought about by the Democratic National Committee 
for the political cffectjt might have in, the central West.

Reitz and (he archives of the South

zo Marques with the \iew of sailing fort 
Europe at an early date. Kruue..- ha» 
formally resigned the position vhich he 
held as President of the South African 
Republic, thus severing Iris official con- 
nection with the Transvaal. Krugcr'i 
action shows how hopeless in his opin- 
ion is the war which has been carried on 
for nearly a year, and his desertion of 
the Boer cause should rnake clear to his 
fellow Burghers that it i» utclcu to con. 
tinue the struggle any longer. 


" 'It is probably unknown to the in- 


habitants ot the Transvaal and the 
Orange River Colony that nearly 15,003 
of their fellow subjects are now prison- 
ers of war, none of «hcrm will be re- 
leased until those now yoder -arms 
against us surrender unconditionally. 


"/The Burghers must fee cognizant of 


the fact that no interreation in their 
behalf can come from any of the great 
powers, and further, that the British 
Empire is determined to complete Ihe 
work which ha* already con so many 
live? and carry to a conclusion the wu 
declared against her by the late govern- 
ment of the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State, a war to which there can be 
only one ending."" 


Lord Robert*' proclamation then 


points out that with the exception of the 
small area which General Botha is de- 
fending the. war has degenerated into 
irregular operations which must come 
to an early concluiian, and concludes: 


"The means I am compelled to adopt 


are those which the customs of .war pre- 
scribe aa applicable to such casei. They 
are ruinous to the. country, entail end- 
less suffering to the Burghers and their 
families, and thit longer this guerilla 
warfare continues the more rigorously 
they mnit be enforced," .
